ETROIT, Oct. 7.—The new two- 
ton General Motors truck, 
powered with the Buick Master 
six-cylinder engine, again demon- 
Strated its rugged stamina and 
splendid performance ability by 
successfully withstanding the 
underwriters’ standard twelve- 
hour test as the motive power for 
a 500-gallon capacity American- 
La France fire pump, according to 
Vv. G. Phillips, general sales man- 
ager of the General Motors Truck 

Company. 

The tests imposed on the fire- 
fighting apparatus by the National | 
Board of Fire Underwriters are un- 
doubtedly the most severe try-outs 
imposed on motorized equipment, 
because community safety is de- 
pendent to a great extent on the 
ability of its fire-fighting equip- 
ment to respond under all condi- 
tions and circumstances at an in- 
Stant’s notice.
